How does the War Production
Board's declaration of policy on
wrapping and packaging materi-
als apply to  Christmas gift
wrapping?
Answer 4
The policy asks for the elim-
ination of all unnecessary wrap-
ping of packages by retailers.
This applies to gift: wrapping
as well as ordinary wrapping.
Merchants - with—stocks —of - gift
wrappings on hand
them instead of their regular
wrappings, so that such stocks
will not be idle or wasted, but
they should use these gift wrap-
pins sparingly. Double wrap-
ping, paper stuffing, inner
wrapping and decorative effects
which use more paper than ab-
solutely necessary should be
avoidéd., It is important that
salespeople be instructed to sell
the idea that lavish Christmas
wrappings are in poor taste dur-
ing wartime.”
